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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Frese, 
as cited in the previous action. Therefore, the details of that action will not be repeated 
here. 

The applicant's response filed January 18, 2005 has been considered; 
however, the previous rejection remains. The applicant indicates that Frese does 
not disclose or suggest that the user nnay remotely request the installation of the 
application and in response, instamng the applluduon at a piace where the 
user may execute the application; however, see again the previous action and col. 9 
lines 35-43. 

The col. indicates that the present invention permit a first computer to 
initiate communication (initiate a request to install and interacting with a 
development tool that enables remote control) with a second computer, transport 
(install-place it in a permanent place where it may be executed. Installation is 
inherent to enable the activating and launching features discussed by the applicant 
since the application did not initially exist on the second computer) the program 
component which supports remote control between the two computers, activating 
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the program component and remotely controlling an application program at the 
first computer, see also, claim 18, 

The applicant further appear to suggest that a plurality of components is not 
provided for; then, he goes on to list various components (monitoring the system 
calls..., intercepting the system calls... and providing the application program with 
data... Therefore, that feature is considered provided via the components in the 
applicant's discussion. 

The applicant further indicates that a database server is not supported; 
however, when two computers communicate one or both make requests and the 
other provides a ser/ice (servers), also yee claim 5 (RAS) and computers that store 
data for retrieval are databases (one or both can also provide this feature), see col. 
2 lines 25-46 and col. 6 lines 47-57. Therefore, the previous rejection remains.
